Some few years since whon on thu east 
soast of Saanich, on partaking of a glass 
of water 1 reiuarkod "Your water is alka- 
li." At that time a daughter in this heuse 
in that healthy locality, with its pure air, 
was in consumption.

ALBERTA ANN EXATION. 

The Calgary Trihiiiie has a somewhat 
snggustivo article on "AnnD.\Htiiin to 
Briti.'ih t.'olunibia. " It .L;reu uut of a 
uiiscunciipt ion of a g.'irbieil U-l('i;iain from 
Ottawa with reference to a liill inlrodueeii 
in the Coinnions in connection with the 
proposed Alborta and Jiritijiii Uoluiiibia 
railway. The Trilr}uie thought the tele 
gram had' reference to tho annexation of 
Alberta to this province — a (piestion 
which has been niodted for some 
time. It goes on to say: "It is l)rctty 
generally known thii! Hiilisii C'olninbians 
make the claii.i that tlie I'.icilic Province 
should not be bounded on the east, as :ii 
present, by an iiuaghiury line skiminiiig 
along the suminit of the Rockies, but by 
a line a good deal fni lher ea.it. 'I'liia line 
has generally boon set doHii as the 5th 
principal meridian, but as a matter of 
fact that is only .in approxiniatioii to 
wliat is claimed as the coi riict houndaiy. 
Another general way of dutiniiig the east- 
ern boundary of British Columbia is to 
say that it lies in .-i lino diio north from 
Chief Mountain, which is situated direct- 
ly on tile I'.-Hb [larallel of l.ititude, tho 
boundary line between Canada and the 
United 4l<<^tes. A luie dmwn due north 
from Chief Mountain would take in a 
big Kweoj) of the pr.-iirie (Jii tliis side of 
tho Rockies, including l,'al^'aly, just nii.sa- 
ing Edmonton, but l.iKing in lln: whole of 
the Peace river countiy ;ind <'ult ing ( ireat 
Slave Lake .about in li.ih e.s. This, how- 
ever, is only another approxiuiation to 
what) isiql^iiHed OS the correct deiinition 
of tho boundary. In tho original records 
of the Pacific I'lovince it is set down ;us 
including a lii-e,iill li of c-i.innry tiOO miles 
inward at ah jjoini.-i lioni t'ne coast. Now, 
a glance at the C. 1'. H. time t.ible will 
show that between 'Jal.;.iiy and \'ancoiL- 
ver there arc s. ■nie (il4 iui|ea of railway. 
But the railway t.tkes many wide detours 
in going tliiongh the mountains. • A 
straight line drawn (HH) miles inward from 
what might be regai ii> d ;is t he I'.icilic co.-ist 
line would extend to a point from iiU to 
50 miles east of this town.

"Lot us suppose tli.'it IJrilish (/'oliimbia 
should insist upon tliis boundary to her 
domain, iind that an appe.il to the privy 
council was successful in m:iintnining it. 
What uti'cct would it have hero/ At once, 
of course, wo would come under the pro- 
vincial 6ori^iiit'uti6n, and our local reprc^ 
sentatives 'would ait iii the British Colum- 
bia legislature. 'J'h.-it would mean re8[)on- 
sible government wit hout wailing till the 
wlndi! of the present iioitliwesl territory 
becami! populous eiiongli to l;ike on (he 
provincial form itself. 'I'liose who have 
been praying for responsible government 
here woiud,, by a sweeping clmnue of this 
kind, take a short cut to tiio goal of their 
desires. Thiui, i'.rit ish t.Ioluiubiii has pi is- 
seaaion of all tho public lanils within its 
boundaries, and .i nice legal point wiudil 
arise as to whel her t hose lauds and tini 
bur limits in this part of the countiy 
which have been given away to the C. I'. 
R. anil other parties by tlu^ dominion gov- 
ornmeiil; could be h'gally retained by 
the iiresent noniin.il ■iwiier s. ( )f course, 
an arrangiuuent might be made, as has 
been the case with regard to (U'operties 
similarly botitowod in once disputed por- 
tions of tho province of Ontario. But it 
would he interest ing. Coining under the 
general provincial law of l!i'itish (!obim- 
bia, woiihl at oiiee ilo aw.-iy with the per- 
mit systi'in here, and give US what SO 
many citizens are praying for, a license 
law. It would likewise render null 
and void the objectionable leases. 
Again, Eureka ! Avould it not also re- 
lievo us from the C. P. K. monopoly 
chiiiHC y British C'obiiribia was a province 
before the charter was granted, and, of 
course, can empower niilways tu run in 
any direction within its boidiu-.s. It might 
be argucdthat to become i)art of HritishCol- 
umbia would be to give ourselves over to 
the control of that province, and that 
being iiumeiically weaker than thi' coast 
they could use us at their own sweet will. 
But is there anylliiiig in that / 'I'lie wbolu 
thing ia ititotesting. Audit must ln! re- 
collected 'CliHt' if British Cidumbiii shoiihl 
succeed in making good ber claim, we 
v/mild bcconii) a ]>ortiou of that province 
whether wo were- willing ol not. .\iid if 
it shouldgoto thati'Xtremity, who would be 
rendered less cheerful At the rate at 
wliioh tiiis'part of AlberUv is growing it 
will nob Winy 'yeats before wo will out- 
strip British Colhnlhia 'in population as 
well an ill wealth, ami the tail will then 
bogin to waggle the dog." 

Now wo arc <piite willing to have our 
frieuda ettit\ of the moiiiitains come in 
with llstth'd'Wll treat tlicm decently, but 
we nuiHt demur to the Htateiiieat that ni 
course of time I Ik^ tail would wa''glo tho 
dog. While ghid I<j know that Alberta, 
destinodji'aJI our (Nuilemprti-ary seeiiiH to 
hope, toW6omo part of Hritisb (.!ohmibia, 
is prospofiiig, wo look forward coiitideiil- 
ly to silch a future for tliis province as 
a few years ago was never dreamed of. I 



Wlni^t with our illimitablo fisliery re- 
sources, our vast hidden mineral trea- 
sures only now lioing developed, our 
grand climate which renders fruit cultiva- 
tion possible to any extent and all tho 
other favoni which a kind Providence has

THE' ' lOSTLAjfCAHTiLA QlIBSlJiPN. 

The Monlroiil dazctli; says that among 
tho speeches deliyered by Ijiud DuH'eriii 
on tho occasion of his visit to British Col- 
umbia, not the least ineniorablo wore 
those suggested by the cruise of the vice- 
regal party u|) the coast on board the 
Amethyst, with, now and then, a short 
oxcursion into tho interior. Fort Simpson 
was the northerly limit of the trip, but 
before reaching thAt timiing point the 
illustrious strangers entered, the Skeeiia 
river and' wore convoyed to Metlakahtla. 
When recounting his ox|)eriencea sluu'lly 
after in what is known as his "great Brit- 
ish Columbia speech," the governor geii- 
oral said that he bail traversed Ibu entire 
coast of the |»ro\ iiu'e from its southern 
extremity to Alaska, bad penetrated to 
the heiul of liute inlet and bad e.\amiued 
the Seymour narrows, had looked in ihc 
mouth of Dean's canal and had passed 
acrcjss the enti'ance to ( lardiiuu-'s chan- 
nel, When ilescribing what he had wil - 
iiessud in the way of Indian ovaiigel- 
i/atioii, he said: "1 havo visited Mr. 
Duncan's wonderful sottloinoiit at Metla- 
kahtla and the iiit erest iiii,' iMelhodist mis- 
sion at fort Siiii|isim, and have thus heen 
enabled to realize what sciuies of prislini^ 
peace and innocence, of idyllic beauty and 
material coiiifiut, can be presented by 
tho stidwart moii and comely maidens of 
an' Indian cuiuiuunity under the wise ad- 
ministration of a judicious and devoted 
(.'hrislian missionaiy. " Lord Lome had 
alst), jiioliably, ihe h.i|i|iy domain of Mr. 
Ounean in his mind, when, a few years 
later, he expressed lheii|iinion 'hat no- 
where in Canada was tlm couil let of Ihe 
Indians more trustworthy or their desire 
lo learn the knowledge and tho habits of 
civilization so marked as in British ('ol- 
iimbia. It is a |iily I h.at Mr. Ihiucindid 
not colli inue ti> deserse llie high praise 
•for judgment and tai.i and sel f devot i( .11 
which at that lime none w 110 had heard of 
bis work among the 'I'.Himpsheam Indians 
thought of witliho' liug from him. The 
[ncturc which Metlakahtla prosunt- 
eil some years after Lord Duf- 
ferin's visit was uiiha|ipily the reverse 
of idyllic, and, howe\'er wort by of admira- 
tion Mr. Dmican's i-arly services to the 
cause of Christianity and civilization inaj' 
have been, it is impossible, from what 
has liaiipened in leeeiit years, to avoid 
.■uisiii'.ct ing t hat a spirit iioi w holly e\ ,-in- 
i/elical has intriuled itself inlii his liehl 
of labor. I n what maimer m- proportion 
the blame sliiiulil be disl ribiiled we have 
no means of deterininiiig, nor do we wish 
again to discuss tho controversy between 
I\Ir. Duncan and Bishop Bidloy. We 
allude to the subject now simply bei'aiise 
we Iind it de.'ill with in l.iie last re|inrl of 
the depart meiit of I ndian alliiirs. Air. .). 
W. Powell, su])erinlen(lent in British 
Columbia, has, peiliaps, touched the pith 
of the trouble wbunhesays that "mission- 
aries who have dcivbldpod other interests 
than those in which thoy were originally 
engaged are naturally eiimigb jealous of 
any intitrfiu'ence whelher by goveiiimunt 
or their employers. " 'i'he account given 
of Ihe behavior of'the iiulians, under Mr. 
Duncan's control, both townrus tho bishop 
and tho surveyors sent out by tho govern- 
ment is-wholly indefensible. "The exten- 
sive niission buildings erected by tho so- 
eii;ty,'' says Mr. I'ou-ell, "are located 
on two acres of laud, set, aside 
and held in trust by the pro- 
vincial government, and the most vio- 
lent elforts have been made by Mr. Dun- 
can's aillierenls to seize the projierty and 
drive the bishop from tlutuce. Throatcii- 
iug notices, riolous assaults and e\ ury 
kind of iutiiiiidatiun have, bu' the long 
[jeriod which has since el.ipsed, been tried 
in vain and tho jilnco has only been held, 
it wiuild appear fiet amis. As I write I 
ain apprised that tho same Indians, w ho 
hare beun using the force of mimbers to 
<d)struut and jircveiit the siirvoy, have torn 
down the fences enclosing the mission 
grounds, taken pnsse.nsion of the land, and 
erected, immediately adjoining the bishop's 
I'csidence, a buikling which, a))i)arently, is 
to aerro the purpose of possession and a 
point of ob.scrvation." The l)isboii and 
liis faiiiily arc- thus annoyed by uiiwuk ome 
neighbors wdio keo]i a ci.'.ist.int watch on 
their movements. The i hurcli and sidiocd 
huuso have also been seized, the 
store on the property of the church 
Missionary society has littcn pulled down 
and Ihe material carried oil', while Ihe 
usurpers hold the keys of the provincial 
lock-up and havi^ ailopled a system of 
persecut ion inidinling boynilting against, 
all who ilisapiu-ove of their proceedings, 
ilr. Powell finds it painful -and so must 
all who read his report U) have to write 
tbnsofijiu! whom he formerly admired 
and w hose services in I he canse ■ i| icli^iun 
and molality he so biudlly appreciated. 
Since i\Ir. Powell ehised his rep..rl in No- 
voinlieriMr. Diincaii, as has .ilrraily heun 
mentioned in our columns, apjdied to the 
Washington authorities for permisaion ko 
..lettle witli tho Indians beyond tho British 
Cobimbiaii frontiers, but they found it 
impossible to grant iii>< n.'cpiest. The 
whole allair is all tliu iiioru deplorahh; 
when it is recalled khat Mr. Duncan's 
early laboi v on bohnlf of tho Indiana were 
so full of promise. '

The jury after a short absence returned 
a vuriiict of guilty and the priaoner was 
once sentenced to six months, without 
hard labor. 

The Queen Vt, Neil McKinnon, attempt 
to break into a store belonging to Chas. E. 
Wightman on tho morning of the 24th of 
November. Police officer Smith testified 
that hu saw a man on the morning of the 
'24th of November, take down a ahuttur 
from tho store of Chas. E. Wightuiam 
Tlu5 night was dark, tho lights having 
gone out, hut from the light which shone 
from a saloon lam]i, ho saw him pick up a 
stone, evidontly for the ))urposo of hroak- 
iiH{ a window. The man on seeing witj- 
noss run away, but ho had time tu see his' 
face and arrested him the following morn- 
ing at the corner of Yates and Wharf 
streuts. Arrested him because hu recog- 
nized him as the same man. 

Coorge Connors, sworn, said he was a 
special colistnblo and a night watchman on 
the night in question. Alet prisoner run- 
ning past mo; remember him as lie was a 
St ranger on his beat. The prisoner asked 
no questions and offerod no defence. 

The jui'y after a shovf absence returned 
a verdict uf not guilty. 

Tho prisoner pleaded not guilty, subject 
to sundry objections taken by his coiniHel, 
Mr. Taylor. In ojioning tho oaso for tho 
prosocution tho I)e]ujty Attorney-d'oneral 
stated the facts connected with the case. 

The lirst witness, .lames Cowio, havinjf 
been H^y(.rn stated as fidlows; I'pon tho 
morning in question prisoner camu to the 
liue Hive saloon at the corner of l>road 
and Yates streets'; prisoner was near thu 
corner door of the saloon; I was at the 
•idedoor; Pliillijia, oHicer Luwis and my- 
self wore on lUoad street; 1 went to tho 
corner door through thu iiremises and 
found oflicora Lindsay and Lewis with 
prisoner, who asked me to take hack what 
1 had said or hu would shoot me; hu hail 
a ruvolver in his hand pointing at niu; I 
replied that 1 had nothing to take back ; 
he might shput away; pistol Yftfl taken 
from prisoner; ho wasaboiit five feet from 
mo. 

Cross-oxajuinod. by Mr.. Taylor. The 

prisoner is a decent fellow when sober; 
wo were friunds; ho was drunk; Morrisoy 
had hold of prisoner's riglit|arm, with his 
hand on the revolver; Lindsay had hold 
)f his left arm. 

Supt. iiloomliold sworn, said: 1 know 
tho prisoner; he was a apooiar coiistablu 
at that time; his , beat was north of Yates 
street; saw prisoner that morning hut did 
not arrest him as 1 did not know at tho 
timo any cause; prisoner iippuarcil uxuitud; 
had houn drinking; I afterwards mot him 
with Oilicur Lindsay going to the look-up. 
Tho j)istol is a municipal one and is pro- 
vided to all ollicors. 

CfosH examined — Prisoner had author- 
ity to carry a pisto). He was off duty at 
tho time. 

Philip Wilkinson, sworn, sr.id hu si^w 
thu trouble and crossed the street and

I'll shoot Jim Cowie." 

T. Lindsay, sworn, said at that time 
was a regular officer in the police foixie; 
went to the saloon on information received 
and when cominj^ out .saw prisoner with a 
revolver in lii» hand. I croabodtlie street 
and told him to put away his weapon and 
go homo. Cowie canio out and prisoner 
pointed the pistol at him aud asked him 
to take back what he had said. Morrisoy 
took the pistol from prisoner when 1 ar- 
rested him and locked him up. 

Cross t.xamined — Said iVIorrise/ caught 
hold of i)risoner's right arm when he rais- 
ed tho pistol. 

Mr. Taylor addressed the jury at some 
length in defonao of his client, putting 
forward every point of evidence in the 
prisoner's favor, and dwelt upon 
the fact that Cowie had acknowl- 
edged that he was a yood fellow. 
He was also provided by the civic author- 
ities with a revolver and had simply got 
drunk when ofi' duty, was excited, nmde 
idle throats, could not havo assaulted 
Cowie; his hands were pinioned, and to 
constitute an assault there uuiHt be tho at- 
tempt coupled with the present ability to 
hurt another. Tho chief justice liiiviiig 
charged the jury they retired, and after 
an absenco of half an hour retunied with 
H verdict of guilty of common assault. 
His lordship then sentenced tho prisoner 
to one year at hni'd labor. 

Queen fs. M. J. McDonald. Prisoner 
was arraigned on a charge of shooting at 
and attempting to do grievous bodily 
harm to James Cowie. 

The prisoner's counsel, W. J. Taylor, 
movqd oy wayof demurrer and to quash 
the indictment. After a short a^ument 
the indictment was tiuashed, and another 
indictniont wus preferred agjiinst the pris- 
oner for attempting to do grievous bodily 
harm and assaulting. 

Tho court then adjourned until 10 
o'clock to-day.
